“There will never be a General Assembly 
vote on Boutros-Ghali,” promised Dick Clark, 
senior director of the National Security 
Adviser for global issues and multilateral 
affairs.

WASHINGTON — The federal deficit totaled $144 billion during the first 11 
months of fiscal 1996 and probably will be the smallest annual imbalance in 
seven years. 

The Treasury Department said Monday the red ink so far this year is 15.9 
percent below the $171.1 billion during the same period of 1995. 

The deficit probably will end the year less than $144 billion, because 
September usually winds up with a surplus from quarterly income tax pay- 
ments. 

It would be the fourth straight annual decline after the deficit peaked at a 
record $290.4 billion in 1992 and probably the lowest since $152.5 billion in 
fiscal 1989. 

The Clinton administration forecast in July that the deficit for the year ending 
Sept. 30 would be $116.8 billion, down from its original $160.6 billion fore- 
cast last spring and from $163.9 billion in 1995. The last annual surplus was in 
fiscal 1969, $3.2 billion. 

Even with the size of the annual deficits going down, each year’s red ink adds 
to. the total national debt, the sum of all the annual deficits since the country 
was founded, plus borrowings from government trust funds. 


Literary prize money split between 2 authors 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark — Salman Rushdie and Austrian writer Christoph 
Ransmayr were awarded the European Union’s Aristeion literary prize 
Monday. 

Rushdie and Ransmayr will divide the cash prize, worth $24,140. 

Rushdie is chiefly known for his novel “The Satanic Verses,” which Iran’s 
islamic government declared blasphemous in 1989 and called for his death. He 
has mostly lived in hiding since. 

Phe EU award recognizes his latest novel, “The Moor’s Last Sigh.” 

Ransmayr, who lives i in Dublin, shared the prize for his third novel, “Morbus 
Kitahara,” which has not yet been translated into English. 

The Aristeion Prize for Translation went to Danish writer Thorkild Bjoernvig 
for his translation of poetry by German poet Rainer Maria Rilke. The transla- 
tion prize is also worth $24,140.

Hospital facilities ‘bad’ for Yeltsin’s bypass 


MOSCOW — The elite heart clinic that will oversee Boris Yeltsin’s heart 
bypass operation is a portrait of neglect, from the gloomy, unheated lobby to 
the stray dogs that beg for food at the back door. 

“Good medicine requires big money, and we don’t have it,” said a young 
emergency room doctor walking a reporter through the maze of long halls at 
the Russian Scientific Cardiological Complex in far western Moscow. 

“The state of Soviet and now Russian medicine is very: bad — all branches, 
from medical education on up — and if anyone says otherwise he’s lying,” he 
added. 

Yeltsin, as president, is a special case, of course, and will get the best treat- 
ment Russian and foreign specialists can offer. But his decision to have surgery 
in Moscow has thrown a spotlight on Russia’s impoverished medical system, 
where expensive surgeries like his are rare and doctors and patients alike look 
abroad for quality. 

Yeltsin, 65, will likely be operated on within the next two months, either at 
the clinic, run by the dean of Soviet cardiology, Dr. Yevgeny Chazov, or at 
nearby Central Clinical Hospital, also called the Kremlin hospital, where

WASHINGTON — Ross Perot sued 
the bipartisan commission that voted 
to keep him out of the presidential 
debates, arguing Monday that exclud- 
ing him would deepen public cyni- 
cism and cause his campaign “incal- 
culable damage.” 

Shifting strategy, Perot also was 
negotiating to buy network TV ume 
to air three 30-second commercials 
denouncing the Commission on 
Presidential Debates. “Where’s 
Ross?” asks an announcer in one. In 
another, the announcer asks, “What 
are they afraid of?” 

Perot complained he has been 
denied desirable broadcast time, and 
his spokeswoman, Sharon Holman, 
said a complaint would be filed today 
with the Federal Communications 
Commission seeking “reasonable 
access to network facilities and equal 
time.” 

Both the private debate commission 
and the Federal Election Commission 
were named as defendants in Perot’s 
suit, which insists that he be included 
in the debates or the forums can- 
celled. The debate commission has 
prevailed twice before, when sued by 
third-party candidates in 1988 and 
1992. 

Perot’s suit, filed in U.S. District 
Court, faults the debate commission’s 
finding that he and running mate Pat 
Choate have no realistic chance of 
being elected. 

“Declaring the election essentially 
over for all candidates. but two before 
a single debate takes place will only 
deepen the nation’s cynicism about 
government,” it states. 

The suit contends that the commis- 
sion, in recommending debates limit- 
ed to President Clinton and GOP can- 
didate Bob Dole, violated federal 
election law and certain constitutional 
rights of Perot and Choate. 

Presidential debates are scheduled 
for Oct. 6 in Hartford, Conn., and 
Oct. 16 in San Diego. A vice presi- 
dential face-off is set for Oct. 9 in St. 
Petersburg, Fla. 

“We are going to fight this all the 
way to the end,” said one of Perot’s 
lawyers, Jamin Raskin, a professor of 
constitutional law at American 
University. 

The lawsuit contends that the com- 
mission violated Federal Election 
Commission rules requiring “objec- 
tive criteria” for determining whom to 
include in debates. It faults the FEC 
for failing to enforce its rules. 

Perot’s lawsuit argues the debate 
commission used a mostly subjective 
standard in inviting only those it 
deemed to have a “realistic chance” of 
winning. 

Perot meets objective tests such as 
assembling a national organization, 
being on the ballot in all 50 states and 
receiving nearly $30 million in feder- 
al campaign funds, the suit said. 

“The Democratic and Republican 
parties should not be permitted to 
consolidate their monopoly on the 
political process by closing off the 
presidential debates,” the suit states. 

Furthermore, it says, Perot and 
Choate have been illegally barred 
from the debates, “thereby causing 
incalculable damage to their cam- 
paigns.” 

The debate commission had little 
comment. “We’re going to wait and 
see what the court does. Our attorneys 
will study whatever is filed,” said 
commission spokesman Bob Neuman. 

Clinton had urged that Perot be 
included in the debates and Dole had 
pushed for his exclusion. 

Dole, asked about Perot’s lawsuit 
during a campaign appearance in 
Virginia, said only: “He has a right to 
file. The commission voted. I didn’t 
vote.” 

Russell Verney, Reform Party 
national coordinator, told reporters 
that Clinton and Dole were equally to 
blame for the shut-out. While the 
Clinton campaign publicly said Perot 
should be included, it privately nego- 
tiated to keep him out, Verney said. 

“Tt’s one more example of the fear 
the two major parties have toward cre- 
ation of a third party,” Verney said at a 
news conference on the courthouse 
steps.

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Inconvenience or blessing? 


Construction of the 234,000 square foot underground addition to the Harold B. Lee 
Library will continue to cause inconvenience at BYU for the next three years. To better 
endure long walks around the construction, the dust and the noise, we might do better to 
focus on the results rather than the process. 

President Gordon B. Hinckley, President of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, reported at the recent groundbreaking ceremony, that the new addition to the library 
will be funded entirely by private donors — no tithing dollars will be used. Perhaps our 
contribution is simply the inconvenience. 

President James E. Faust, second counselor in the First Presidency, who also spoke at the 
groundbreaking ceremony, compared the cost of the new library to a “dukedom,” citing 
Shakespeare’s Prospero, who prized his library as the greatest asset to his dukedom. 
President Faust noted, “We cannot be a great university without a great library.” 

The University of Utah recently completed a new addition to its library, bringing it up to 
approximately the same square footage we currently enjoy at the Harold B. Lee Library. 
Our additional 234,000 square feet will house the university’s rare and fragile documents; 
periodicals; an expanded family history library; materials of the College of Family, Home 
and Social Sciences; a 200-seat auditorium for distance learning; two computer labs with 
nearly 200 terminals; four electronically capable classrooms; and study tables individually 
wired for computer and Internet hookups. BYU President Merrill J. Bateman said the addi- 
tion will expand the library’s study space to accommodate 20 percent of the student body at 
one time. 

So, for the next three years, we will endure dust, noise, long commutes across campus and 
crowded walkways — our part of the price to be paid for the “great library.” But many have 
questioned the lack of foresight involved in planning two major construction projects to be 
tackled concurrently — thus restricting a large portion of campus. Is it worth it? Before 
you answer, please consider the following: 

Was it worth the sacrifice 25 years ago to build the Marriott Center? Before it opened dur- 
ing the 1971-72 school year, large campus events, including BYU basketball games, 
Devotionals, Forums and firesides were held in the crowded George Albert Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

How about the construction of the Harold B. Library, from 1974 to 1976, which doubled 
the space of the original library? 

The first class of the J. Rueben Clark Law School was held on August 27, 1973, in the 
Pardoe Drama Theatre of the Harris Fine Arts Center. The law school was dedicated on 
September 5, 1975, as part of the university’s centennial celebration. 

Most of us were not here and thus not inconvenienced by the construction of those build- 
ings, but we are around now to enjoy them, and even occasionally take them for granted. 

We would do well today to have a good attitude about the inconveniences caused by the 
construction of the new addition of the Harold B. Lee Library while we enjoy the benefits 
of past construction. One day, perhaps our children will thank us for our sacrifices.

Desegregation efforts

In the Friday, September 20 addition of the 
Daily Universe, an article appeared under the 
title, “Illinois city split over desegregation.” 
This article dealt with the problems that are 
being encountered by the school board in deseg- 
regating the public schools in Rockford, IL. 

However, this article did not depict the deseg- 
regation accurately. The problem does not lie in 
the adults who are forced to pay higher property 
taxes (which are used to pay a mediator millions 


of dollars to decide how to make Rockford a. 


non-racist town) but with the future of America 
— the children of Rockford. 

Allow me to enumerate a few things that are 
being done in Rockford to desegregate it that 
were not mentioned in the article: 

1. Classes can not exist unless 10% of the stu- 
dents in the classes are Afro-American. This 
means that if a student desires to take calculus 
and there aren’t enough blacks to meet the 
quota, the class is dubbed racially unfair and the 
students can not take calculus. 

2. Sports and other extracurricular activities 
(excluding football and basketball) have been 
taken away from many schools so that the 
money can be used to pay the mediator. 

3. Advanced Placement classes will be avail- 
able at one school in town (the school which is 
closest to the black population). 

4. Gifted and honors programs have been 
removed from middle schools. All students now 
take the same classes. 

5. No adjustments are made in GPA for taking 
honors or AP classes as they were before. No 
unfair advantage can-be given to someone who 
has taken many of these classes when determin- 
ing the valedictorian. 

6. In school elections, one black must win on 
each ballot or the whole ballot looses. 

7. For homecoming court (5 members of each 
sex, from which homecoming queen and king 
are chosen), one member from each sex must be 
black. This means that the top five vote-getters 
don’t win unless one is black. 

8. White teachers have been replaced by black 
ones because of the color of their skin. 

Here in Utah, there isn’t a lot of exposure to 
desegregation and it’s effects. How do we stand 
on this issue that may soon affect each of our 
families? Are we to pretend that by not allowing 
students to learn and participate in school activi- 
ties if blacks aren’t present, that these students

The BYU men’s soccer team kicked 
off it’s first home game Saturday by 
pounding the University of Utah 7-1 
in a heated, physical game. 

The Utes, who came out with mis- 
matched uniforms, often looked disor- 
ganized and puzzled by the aggres- 


siveness of the Cougars. Utah spent’ 


most of the night on its side of the 
field helping its goalie as the Cougars 
drilled the Utes with goal attempts 
throughout the game. 

The outmatched Utes tried to com- 
pensate by being overly physical.

The Cougars exploded in the second 
half scoring three goals within five 


minutes. 

Brent Kearney scored the fourth 
goal off an assist from Jon Lovell 
with only 30 seconds into the second 
half. Lovell then scored the fifth goal 
extending the lead 5-0. 

Watkins then sent his bench into the 
game, who still dominated the Utes 
by scoring two more goals and allow- 
ing only one goal by Utah. 

“We dominated 95 percent of the

game, which means we should have 
scored more goals,” Watkins said. 
“However, we had great control and 
used our wings effectively.” 

Forward Lovell earned Watkins’ 
praise with one goal and several 
assists. “I thought we played really 
well as team,” Lovell said.

After a one-week hiatus, BYU is back in the 
Associated Press’ college football poll at No. 24. The 
Cougars were also ranked 24th by the USA Today-CNN 
coaches’ poll. : 

Nebraska, which has held the top spot for 12 consecu- 
tive polls dating back to last season, had its 26-game 
winning streak broken by Arizona State and lost the No. 
1 ranking to Florida. 

The Gators, back at No. 1 after nearly two years, beat 
Tennessee 35-29 on Saturday and jumped three places 
in this week’s new-look Top 25. The two-time defend- 
ing national champion Cornhuskers, surprising 19-0 
losers at Arizona State, tumbled to No. 8 while the 
Volunteers fell from No. 2 to No. 9. 

Florida (3-0), received 52 first-place votes and 1,659 
points Sunday from the 67 writers and broadcasters who 
vote in the AP poll. The Gators were the clear choice 
over No. 2 Florida State (2-0), which received 13 first- 
place votes and 1,612 points. 

Penn State moved up a spot to No. 3 with one first- 
place vote and 1,505 points, while Ohio State was 

' fourth and Notre Dame fifth, up four positions. The

BYU rugby wes begins 


new season with blowout

The Cougars have one leg up on the 
Flamingos. 

BYU’s Rugby team, -fresh off last 
year’s impressive season, manhandled 
the Boise St. Flamingos 55-5 
Saturday. It was the first league game 
of the season for both clubs and coach 
David Smyth thought they did well. 

“It was a typical first game of the 
year,’ Smyth said. “The new kids 
were inexperienced and we made a lot 
of silly mistakes. But we did what we 
practiced,’ Smyth said. 

The Cougars, who were headed for 
a national top-10 ranking last year 
until Sunday play kept them out of the 
tournament, built a 19-5 lead by half- 
time. 

After some words of encourage- 
ment from Smyth, the team came out 
with increased intensity. 

“They wore us out in the second 
half,” said Brian Holmes, a fourth- 
year player from Boise St. 

“We played a fantastic first half but 
then we got tired. We only had 12 
guys and being undermanned hurt 
us,” Holmes said. 

The Flamingos, coached by Tom 
Arellano, are a club team sponsored 
by Boise St. The team normally car- 
ries 19 players, but only 12 could 
make the seven-hour day trip down 
from Boise. 

“They had tests to take. School 
comes first, man,” Arellano said. 

The lack of substitutes hurt the 
Flamingos badly. “My guys ran 
straight upfield and we didn’t try to 
wear the forwards out,” Arellano said. 
“But the unexplainable phenomenon 
is that we never have enough players. 
We ran out of wind and gave away a 
lot. BYU was better disciplined and 


_they were much more proficient at 


second-phase ball handling. We are 
going to have to make some adjust- 


ments.” 

The Cougars were led by Jared 
Akenhead, a fullback from Gold 
Coast, Australia. 


“We did OK. It was a good game to 


learn from. They really pushed us and 
they made us do some silly things,” he 
said. 

“But other than that our forwards 
did really well and our backing up 
and support play were very good.” 

Next up for the Cougars is the 

University of Colorado Buffaloes, 
who. will be in Provo for a 7 p.m. 
game Friday. 
“They aren’t a big team but they are a 
hard team —; they come off really 
strong,” Akenhead said. “They have 
good people in a lot of positions. 
Hopefully we’ll be a little more pre- 
pared.”

POCATELLO, Idaho — In what the 
team doctor called a “freak accident,” 
Idaho State University cornerback 
Marcus Jackson was paralyzed from 
the neck down in Saturday’s victory 
over Western Montana. 

Jackson, a senior, was making a 
tackle in the second quarter when an 
opposing player’s knee struck him in 
the head. He was momentarily 
knocked unconscious and was immo- 
bilized before being removed from 
the field. 

“He has no feeling beneath approxi- 
mately the nipple level,’ Dr. M.R. 
Mickelson, Idaho State’s team doctor, 
said in announcing the injury 
Monday. 

X-rays showed two of Jackson’s cer- 
vical vertebrae were fractured. He 
underwent a six-hour operation 
Sunday and was in critical condition 
Monday at Bannock Regional 
Medical Center. 

Bengals head coach Brian McNeely 
met with his players Monday morning 
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to break the news. 

“The general morale, as you would 
expect, is low,” McNeely said. “Most 
of our kids are in a state of shock.” 

Jim Jackson, Marcus’ father, has 
been talking to several of the players, 
McNeely said. He attended 


Saturday’s game, which the Bengals 
won 47-0, as well as Monday’s news 
conference. 

“Our thanks go to the whole com- 
munity,” the elder Jackson said. “I 
appreciate it, Marcus appreciates it,

my wife will be here this afternoon, 
and I know she appreciates it.” 

Jackson, a 6-1, 175-pound native of 
Denver, was a second-team Football 
Gazette all-American last season. 

According to an annual study by the 
University of North Carolina, seven 
players were permanently paralyzed 
playing football last year. 

Jackson’s spinal cord is bruised, not 
severed, and the covering of the 
spinal cord remains intact, Mickelson 
said.

Rep. Bill Orton, D-Utah, announced 
his extreme opposition to the “Grand 
Staircase Escalante National 
Monument,” but said President 
Clinton has agreed to major conces- 
sions for Utah. 

According to a press release from 
Orton’s office, Orton has negotiated 
with Clinton to allow Utahns more 
influence in the implementation and 
management scheme for the new 
national monument. 

“First of all, I believe this is a monu- 
mental blunder on the part of the pres- 
ident,’ Orton said, “but after it 
became clear that the President was 
going to designate this huge swath of 
land in Southern Utah as a national 
monument, I was abie to secure major 
concessions from the President to 
ensure local input from the residents 
of the area.” ; 

Dave Lemmon, 
communications 
director for Orton, 
said the congress- | 
man’s staff met 
with White House 
staff and then with 


White House 
Chief of Staff 
Leon Panetta 


before the Clinton 
announcement last 
week. 

“Finally the president called the 
congressman at home at 1:45 a.m. 
early Wednesday morning. They 
talked for an hour. They talked on this 
issue alone. He did educate Bill 
Clinton a lot and was able to garnish 
these concessions,” Lemmon said. 

Lemmon also said Orton felt he 
needed to negotiate with the president 
to get the most concessions he could. 

“He doesn’t like the final decision 
one bit, but maybe the biggest conces- 
sion is that there is no final federal 
management plan and that it is a 3- 
year process in which Representative 
Orton will be integrally involved,” 
Lemmon said. 

The revised national monument will 
tentatively include the following pro- 
visions: 

eThe area will be managed by the 
Bureau of Land Management instead 
of the National Park Service, which 
ensures that the local land managers 
who know the land will be able to 
continue managing the area. 

eAll grazing, hunting and fishing 
will continue under existing law. 

eUtah state water laws will deter- 
mine all water issues in the national 
monument, meaning no federal pre- 
emption or reservation of water rights. 

The boundaries of the national 
monument will exclude all developed 
areas (including communities), state 
parks, and all timber or forested areas. 

eThe Andalex coal mine leases will 
not be terminated, and the ongoing 
Environmental Impact Statement will 
continue as scheduled. 

eThe school children of Utah will be 
held harmless. The president commit- 
ted to transferring other federal coal 
leases in Utah to the Utah State 
School Trust, or the federal govern- 
ment will provide direct funding to 
compensate for lost royalties. 

eThe adoption of a specific manage- 
ment plan will be a 3-year process, 
with local involvement ensured. 

Orton said he has been asked by 
‘Clinton to be an integral part of this 
3-year process, which is expected to 
give Utah the opportunity to study 
other alternatives like proposals made 
by Orton and Gov. Mike Leavitt in the 
past.

Sliss was sent to the convention by 
the California Department of the 
American Legion with its endorse- 
ment of the proposal, offering it for 
approval from the national organiza- 
tion.

“The problem with that issue at the 
convention is it had to do with 
medals,” said Phil Budahn, 
spokesman for the national American 
Legion. “The U.S. military has given 
medals for valor, battlefield heroism, 
bravery and accomplishment. 

“They don’t decorate people 
because something bad happened to 
someone. We don’t oppose the idea. 
The Legion considers itself in the 
forefront of those working on behalf 
of atomic vets. We are doing every- 
thing we can to help them but one of 
the concerns we would have is the 
idea that you give them a medal and 
then forget them. 

“We have not forgotten them and we 
are not going to forget them.” 

The Department of Defense has 
studied the proposal and determined 
there will be no medal issued, said 
USAF Lt. Col. Deborah Bosick, 
defense department spokeswoman. 

Rosen argues that in the past, the 
military has issued peacetime medals, 
so why not one for atomic veterans? 
He points out that 35 U.S. senators 
support the proposal, as do 43 mem- 
bers of Congress.

After a 10-month absence, the 
Palace dance club may soon re-open 
at a new location, but not without a 
fight from some of the Provo City 
council members and local residents 
who live near to the proposed dance 
club site. 

Excessive traffic, noise, lack of 
parking and general mischief from 
club patrons were the main reasons 
many residents who live near the pro- 
posed site pleaded with council mem- 
bers to vote against the proposed zon- 
ing ordinance. The change would des- 
ignate the area from 200 North to 300 
North and University Ave. to 100 
West as part of the Central Business 
District. 

Bryan Murdoch, former owner of 
the Palace, said he never promised 
there would be no problems, but said 
he would work with the neighborhood 
to keep problems to a minimum. 

Murdoch suggested a neighborhood 
task force be organized to make club 
management aware of concerns. 
Murdoch also offered to use parking 
attendants to ensure club patrons 
would not abuse local business and 
residential parking.

Palace may be back in Provo 


Murdoch said although there were 
some incidents at the old location of 
the Palace, the majority of club 
patrons were respectable. 

Murdoch said of the 17 years the 
Palace was located on 900 East, about 
95 percent of the 512 calls to police 
were made by Palace management 
and not by local residents. 

Both business and private neighbors 
at the Palace’s former location said 
there were rarely problems with 
Palace patrons, and when there were, 
the problems were taken care of 
promptly by Palace management. 

In opposition to the re-zoning, 
Mayor George Stewart said it was no 
secret he didn’t care for dance clubs. 
Stewart said dance halls attract prob- 
lems and should not be located in the 
proposed area. Stewart later said he 
has nothing personal against dance 
halls and that Murdoch runs a clean 
business. The issue is where the club 
should be placed. 

Council Chairwoman Jane Carlile, 
who voted for the re-zoning, said this 
decision was one of the most difficult 
she has made. Carlile said she was lis- 
tening intently to both sides for some- 
thing to tip the scale. Carlile said 
Murdoch should have a chance to 
prove himself and if he fails, the per- 
mit should be revoked.

Child support 
committee to 
review Utah 
guidelines

Child support is a sensitive subject, 
so a special committee has been 
appointed by the governor to research 
public complaints and to potentially 
revise child support guidelines in 
Utah. 

“The bottom line is that 62 percent 
of noncustodial parents who should 
be paying child support in the state 
are not,” said Joyce Allred, program 
coordinator at the Office of Recovery 
Services. “Figures at the end of July 
show that we have 85,525 cases in our 
office. These are cases where some- 
one has come to us and asked our 
office to help collect.” 

A public hearing is scheduled today 
at the State Capital Building at 7 p.m. 
in room 303-305, to discuss the pre- 
sent controversial guidelines and offer 
specific suggestions, said Kim S. 
Christy, research analyst of the 
Judiciary Interim Committee. 

The Child Support Guidelines 
Advisory Committee, consisting of 11 
appointed individuals, reviewed past 
cases, prepared recommendations and 
on Sept. 18 presented them to the JIC, 
Christy said. 

However, both child advocate orga- 
nizations and advocates for noncusto- 
dial fathers have concerns about the 
revision process, Christy said. 

“There are no custodial parents sit- 
ting on the advisory committee; how 
can you put in recommendations 
without grass-roots input?” said Ana 
Archuleta, intern for JEDI Women. 

Roz McGee, executive director of 
Utah Children and member of the 
advisory committee since 1989, said 
the committee consisted of individu- 
als who brought a wide range of 
expertise. 

“Two persons are representatives of 
the courts, two are members of the 
bar, two from the ORS and five per- 
sons represent diverse areas of inter- 
est,” she said. 

There are two noncustodial parents 
on the board but no custodial parents, 
McGee said.
